It was estimated at the 
time of its passage by the general as­ 
sembly, that tilt1 Nichols law, as then 
constit uted, would add not less than 
a million dollars annually to tile re* 
eel PU of the state, but a closer ex­ 
amination shows that $500,000 will be 
a closer figure.
